CHARLESTON, Mo., Jan. 3.—Rain 
which has been falling steadily since 
early last Saturday has flooded Charles- 
ton. A special meeting of the Council 
was held this morning to save the east- 


ern portion of the town from destruc- 
tion. The Iron Mountain cut its em- 
bankment this morning, letting in a 


deluge from the western portion of the 
city, and the Council has ordered that 
the break be closed, By force of arms 
if necessary. 

Practicaliy every basement in town is 
flooded. The High §$chool is closed, and 
justice is temporarily Out of business, 
as the basement of the Courthouse is 
filled with water. 

When the Iron Mountain embankment 
Was cut the water swept through 
with a roar, carrying away practically 
avery sidewalk in the eastern part of 
the town. The Mayor called the Coun- 
cil together and declared that condi- 
tions were so grave as to necessitate 
immediate action, whether the rajlroad 
company wanted to break closed or not. 
A force of men was hurried to the em- 
bankment, and the cut. was partially 
filled, but the flood surged over the 
tracks and swept down upon the lower 
parts of the town again. 

Residents whose homes were heated 
by furnaces are without fires today. 
Water is standing in .their basements 
from one to three feet deep, 

Nine inches of rain have fallen since 
Saturday. The oldest inhabitants have 
passed resolutions declaring they never 
saw anything to equal it before.

The conditions of Germany, in their degree, are 
those of the civilized world, including such op- 
posite extremes of civilization as the United States 
and Turkey. The world, including even Turkey and 
Persia, as far as they have been dragged into prog- 
ress by general causes which move the world, is de- 
veloping now as the result of many minor causes all 
Summed in the single cause of the release of pop- 
lular energy. 4 

In Germany, as the typical country of Conti- 
nental Europe, where there has been an almost 
evenly matched struggle between the forces of: re- 
lease and restriction, the first agency of release was 
necessarily political. German impulses of increasing 
individual and: national energy forced constitutional 
government. Increasing peace and increasing popu- 
lation followed: increasing freedom! of initiative. 
Another way of stating this simple fact is that as 
an increasing number of people were left freer to 
act in their own ways, they showed not only in- 
creasing activity; but gave an increasing net result 
for right over wrong. They vindicated increased 
liberty, not only by increasing numbers, but by in- 
creasing production, just as far as,they .were left 
undisturbed by policies of “blood and iron.” These 
policies shut off their food supplies from outside, 
but they continue Ad increase their production and 
at the same time to ehergize it with the increased 
protest which is as mitch a result of the release of 
their energies as the. increased production whose

When Woman Manages. 


To the Editat of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have a family of four—two small 
children. My husband makes $25 per 
week. We had five years ago, when we 
were married, only $40. Now we have 
our own house, nicely furnished’ five 
rooms, have a 50-foot lot paid for. We 
dress as well as most people of our in- 
come, but don’t wear any diamonds. I 
do all my own work and am proud to be 
able to do it. Here is how we saved it: 

Pay day my husband gives me his sal- 
ary. In the spring I get our underwear, 
flannels, heavy hose and everything I 
know we will need in the winter. Then 
late in the fall I get my summer goods. 
Then I put up fruit to do for the -win- 
ter. I get the sugar by the 100 or 200 
pounds in February or March at $4.50 
per 100 pounds. Then I get my cans by 
the gross at 3% cents a dozen, quart 
Mason’s, I get the small fruit two or 
three Gr more trays at a time; In that 
way I usually save about 20 cents a tray. 
I get, my flour by the barrel, apples the 
Same way. This year I got apples at 17c 
per peck such as the grocers sell for %5c 
per peck. I bought bacon by the side, 
I buy a case of corn 
and one of peas. 

I think if some housekeepers whose 
husbands have to work day in and day 
out would study housework and try to 
save there would be more happy homes, 
fewer divorces and fewer workhouse 8en- 
tences.

Members of the Business Men’s League and other 
commercial bodies whose active efforts brought the 
international balloon race to St. Louis are right in 
thinking it will be a great advertisement for the 
city, not only in the United States but in Europe. 
It is not likely that any advertisement which 
“makes. talk” will make more talk. It is likely to 
be the talk-making feature of the entire year, 

In still another way these same business men, 
perhaps without fully realizing it, are doing still 
more to advertise St. Louis.

Members of the Business Men’s,League and other 
commercial bodies-whose active efforts brought the 
international balloon race to St. Louis are right in 
thinking it will be a great advertisement for the 
city, not only in the United States but in Europe. 
It is not likely that any advertisement which 
“makes talk” will make more talk. It is likely to 
be the talk-making feature of the entire year. 

In still another way these same business men, 
perhaps without fully realizing it, are doing still 
more to advertise St. Louis. :

The attempt of the National League 
Schedule Committee to regulate the af- 
fairs of the American League and take 
more powers than were originally grant- 
ed to it may cause serious trouble be- 
tween the two big leagues.

around those of the other organization. 


Thinks Progress Too Rapid. 

“The National League Committee is 
clearly overstepping its powers,” says 
Johnson. ‘‘The reason for appointing the 
two bodies was merely to decide upon 
the opening date and the length of the 
season. 
were to have no power. Neither League 
can draw up a schedule agreeable to 
the other circuit until we have decided 
upon the date of opening and the length 
of the season. 

‘T shall appoint no committee from 
the American League until after the 
annual meeting of the national commis. 
sion, which will be held in Cincinnati 
Jan. 7. At this meeting I will have an 
opportunity to confer with Pulliam and 
ascertain just how much power his 
committee has. I believe that Chairman 
Ebbets, Barney Dreyfuss and Murphy, 
who compose the trio representing the 
other league, are clearly overstepping 
their powers and attempting to regulate 
things outside of their province.
